This Action did ſo enrage King Sigtrag, that he re- 
ſoly'd upon a War with the King of Benmark: Be- 
fore he engag'd in the War he conſulted the falſe 
Gods of Upſal, to know what ſucceſs he might e, 
pect, andreceiv'd this Anſwer; That, if be took care 
to eſcape the impreſſion of Gold, no Meral could hurt 
him. Sigtrug conlidering that in thoſe days there was 
no ſuch thing as guilded Arms, fancy'd himſelf in- 
vincible, and march'd againſt the Enemy with grear 
aſſurance and reſolution. But the principal Swed:/5 
Officers, being corrupted by Daniſh Gold deſerted 
King Sigtrug in the Battle, and left him among the 
hands of his Enemies. Some fabulouſly imagine, 
that Gram had run ſome Gold into the Battle-Ax 
which he us'd in the Engagement, ro make it the 
heavier, and with that Weapon knock'd down the 
King of Sweden. Upon this Victory King Gram thought 
himſelf already Maſter of Sigtrug's Kingdom; bur 
the Swedes choſe rather to ſubje& themſelves to 
Swarinus King of the Goths, who quickly form'd a 
puiſſant Army of the Troops of both Nations. Soon 
after the King of Denmarz finding his Enemies Troops 
were much more numerous than his own, ſent him a 
Challenge for a ſingle Duel: Swarinus, tho ſtricken 
in years, and his Opponent young and vigorous, 
could not bear the Infamy of declining a Duel; and 
accordingly having anſwer d the Challenge, was ea- 
ſily overcome by the Dane, who was infinitely ſtron- 
per than he; and all his Friends and Relations, to 
the number of 16, fell upon the {pot one after ano- 
ther. King Gram having thus cut off all the Royal

naß upon equal lay; Now, tis manifeſt that Sweden can never 
pretend to do much by a Manufactury of Silk and Woollen 
Stuffs, for want of materials, unleſs they can eſtat liſh aSilk 
Trade with Perſia by the way of Auſcouy. But the great diffi- 
« (MY culty in that matter is, how to obtain a free and ſecure Paſ- 
laze through the Muſcovites Country, by Land and Water, 
without incurring the danger of being ſtopp'd when the hu- 
mour takes em. Were it not for this difficulty, Sweden might 
Trade with Perſia by way of the Caſpian-Sea, more eaſy than 
one can imagine. The principal part of the Swediſh Manufa&u- 
h lies in what they make upon Copper and Iron. They know al- 
cl BH ready how to take the Laten from the Copper, and make all ſorts 
of vendible things of it; and I queſtion much, if it be poſſible 
to make more of that branch than they have already done. In- 
deed, as for their Tron, and eſpecially their Steel, it they 
nud ought more upon that, they might make much more of it, 
provided they had many good Workmen. Now, there's no 
bringing of good Workmen from foreign Countries, without 
granting them reaſonable privileges, and giving them an o 
portunity of getting Money.

ſuisfaction to the Swedes, they got two Provinces in Ger- 
nay, with the ſame Right and Privileges that the other 
gates of the Empire are poſſeſs d of: And by this means, Swe- 
n is intereſs d in the Affairs of Germany, not only as 2 
Neighbour, bur as 4 Member of the Empire. The Intereſt 
of Sweden, with reſpect to Germany, conſiſts, in general, in 
the Empire's continuing in the fame State that tis now in, 
without being ſubjected to any one Soveraign whatſoever. 
For queſtionleſs, if any Soveraign ſhould once have ſubdued 
all the other States of the Empire, he would not fail co diſ- 
lodge the Swedes of their Poſſeſſions in Germany, and even 
ge em trouble at home, after he has made himſelt maſter 
ck the Coaſt of the Baltick. However, the moſt important 
point that the Swedes have to manage inder mam, is to oblige 
il the Parties to a punctual obſervation of thePeace of Weſt- 
balia, which is favourable to all the States of the Empire in 
General, and particularly to the Proteſtants. If the Emperour in 
conjunction with rhe CarholickPrinces ſhould offer to violate 
that Peace, and ſtrip Swedenofthe advantages tis poſſeſſed of; 
the only game that Sweden would have to play,would be the 
having recourſe to thoſe who are intereſs d in the preſervati- 
on of it. But as long as they make no infringment upon the 
peace of Weſtphalia, Sweden has no reaſon to mean em Ill. 
And on the other hand, they ought co carry it ſo with the K. 
of Sweden, as not to give him any provocation to joyn 
with thoſewho only project for their Ruin. Among the Pro- 
ith teſtant Princes and Soveraignties, the Elector of Brandenburg, 
in particularl, was much diſſatisfied with that Treaty of 
Peace, by reaſon that to ſarisfie the Swedes part of Pomeren 
was adjudg'd to them,which would otherwiſe have fallen to 
na BN char Prince. By this means he loſt the conveniency accrui 
from that part of Pomeren in its relation to his other Provin-

But the 
Swedes complain, that in former times the Danes always en- 
deayoured to bring them under the Daniſh Yoak , and 
that they have upon all occaſions joyn'd with the 
Enemies, and inceſfantly oppos'd their Proſperity and 
riſing. Tis true, the Danes are the more e to anno 
the Swedes, in that, Denmark is ſituated ſo inconveniently 
for them, that 3 only penetrate into the heart ot

der them to Trade with Swediſh Ships; inſomuch, that the 
Swedes are fore d, upon that ſcore, ro make uſe of Dutd 
and Enęliſp.
